TWIN FALLS - President 
Clinton Thursday signed a 
proclamation expanding Craters 
of the Moon Nadonal Monument 
by 661,000 acres. ■ 

“Today I am pleased to sign 
prodamadoiis extending greater . 
protection to two irreplaceable 
pieces of America’s natural and 
cultural heritage, the Vermilion 


Cliffs in northern Arizona and 
the Craters of the Moon in cen- 
tral Idaho," Clinton said in a pre- 
pared siatcmenL 

The proclamation adds 661,000 
acres of volcanic craters, cones, 
lava flows, caves and fissures of 
the 6S-mile-long Great Rift,. a 
geological feature comparable to - 
the rift zones of Iceland .and 
Hawaii. 

President Coolidge created the 
existing S4,440-acre Craters of 


the Moon in'1924. 

Vi^th Thursday's action, nearly 
1 million acres of unique natural 
and historic resources already in 
public ownership arc fully pro- 
tected, ClintofI said. 

Reaction to the news broke 
along partisan lines. 

"The area deserves that kind 
of federal designation and that 
kind of acknowledgment,'' said 
former U.S. Rep. Richard 
Stallings, now of Pocatello,. a

TALLAHASSEE. Fla. - George 
W. Bush’s lead over A1 Core in 
crucial Florida shrank to fewer 
than 300 votes by unofficial count 
Thursday with allegations of 
irregularities swirling and ballots 
from overseas residents stUl to be 
counted. 

Recount results from 66 of die 
state’s 67 counties gave. 
Republican Bush a lead of 229 
votes out of nearly 6 million cast, 
according to on unoffidal tolly by 
The Associated Press. The origi- 
nal “final" margin had been 
reponed at 1,784. 

AP called each county election 
official to get tho final recount 
total for eo^ candidate, in their 
eountyp -< •- • . ' 

The official recount lagged / 
behind, and Secretary of State w 
Ka therine Harris told an carj^_ 
cvenlhg nevn conference tharft 
could be as late os next Tuesday - 
a week after the election - before 
the state has certified ballot 
results from all 67 counties. She 
also pointed out that it would 
take even longer - at least until 
Nov. 17 • to tabulate ballots cast 
by thousands o.^ 'nfiridlani over- 
seas and postmarked by Election 
Day. 

Harris said Bush had 2,909,661 
voces to 2,907,877 for Gore, a dif- 
ference of 1,784. This was (he 
same margin the state reported 
Wednesday morning, and her 
office said it might have be^n a 
coincidence. “Sure that’s a possi- 
bility,” Harris chief of staff Ben 
McKay said. “Will these numbers 
be looked again? Of course.” 

One election board member, 
Agriculture Commissioner Bob 
Crawford, defended the pace of 
the recount 

“Nobody ever said that democ- 
racy was simple or efficient,” he 
said. “But this is democracy in

TWIN FALLS - Data gathered 
from a radioactive waste disposal 
pit in eastern Idaho suggests that 


some barrels might con- It*'* 
tain enough plutonium to 
sustain a spontaneous 
nuclear reaction - but not 
trigger an explosion. 

The data comes from probes, 
into plutonium-contaminated 
wa.s(c buried in the controversial 
Fit 9 at the Idaho National 
Engineering and Environmental 
Laboratoty. -

state surplus in education and 
other high-profile programs. - 
“I-will continue to seek the 
resources ! .think arc neccs.-;ary

He declined to provide an;'

It 
also retjuired every school dis- 
trict to offer summer intersen- 
tion programs to students read- 
ing below grade level and gave 
them access to $2.7 million a year 
to cover the cost. 

Citing estimate.s of an 800,0(X>- 
engineiir shortage in the United 
States, Kempthorne said the 
country is graduating only 
164,0(X) engineers a year and just 
64,000 of them are Americans. 
And getting students headed 
toward an engineering education 
requires attention to mathemat- 
ics and science well before they 
enter hi^ schixil, he said.

(AP) Eagerly awaited test 
re.sults on a much-publicized 
, new cancer drug designed lo 
; stop tumors by cutting off their 
blood supply indicate the med- 
ication is safe and show promi.s- 
■ ing sigiLs it may help control the 
disease. 

However, the rc.sults relea.sed 
Thursday suggest the drug endo- 
stacin is unlikely to be the kind 
_uLacruss:tlie-bu3rd.cancer-cure— 
• that many had hoped for. 


The drug was tested on tenni- 
nally ill cancer patients largely 
to ,'isse.sK it.s safety. 

No dramatic recoveries have 
so far been seen among the 61 
patients .studied. 

“Some patients benefitted, 
but many did not," said one or 
the chief investigators, Dr. Roy 
Herbst, an assistant professor 
of medicine at the M.D. 
Anderson Cancer Center in

A tumor in the pancreas of 
another patient .shrank by 19 
percent afcer'he had been tak- 
ing the drug fur a year. 

In five other casc.s, the disease 
remained-stablerwithnhc-njmor -

Gore campaign manager 
William Daley said courts may 
find (he Florida result "an injus- 
tice unparalleled in oui' history." 
Bush chairman Don Evans coun- 
tered, "The Democrats who arc 
politicizing and distorting these 
events risk doing so at the expense 
of our democracy." 

More than a thousand (>orc sup- 
porters demonstrated outside a 
govemmenc building in downtown 
West Palm Beach, demanding 
another election in the county. 
They said die confusing configura- 
tion of their ballot had cost the 
vice president votes. 

“Gore got more,” they chanted. 

The Gore campaign contended 
the ballots in Palm Beach Cdunty 
were illegal. Reform Party candi- 
date Buchanan said "ineptitude"

James A. Baker m, {he former 
secretary of state brought in by 
Bush to represent his interests in 
Florida, said, "That ballot was 
posted, os required by Florida law, 
in newspapers and public places 
all over the state of Florida. And 
we haven’t heard one gripe about 
that ballot until after the voting 
took place." 

Across the state, other allega- 
tions of voting improprieties 
ranged from missing ballots to 
problems with tabulations and 
intimidation of black voters. ITie 
Gore campaign reaucsted that 
some 1.78 milhon ballots be hand- 
counted -in Palm Beach, Volusia, 
Broward and Miami-Dadc coun- 
ties. 

Eight lawsuits challenging the 
results were filed in state or feder- 
al court, including six in Palm 
Beach County and two in 
Tallahassee, where race discrimi- 
nation was odlegcd. 

The firM case to reach a judge 
was dropped by the plaintiff in 
federal court in West Palm Bea^ 

In one of the other cases, Palm 
Beach voter Kenneth Horowitz, 
owner of the Miami Fusion soccer 
team and a registered indepen- 
dent, filed a lawsuit along with 
two other people. The suit con- 
tended poll workers told voters 
they had only hvc minutes to cast 
thetr ballots and anyone who took 
longer would have his ballot 
tossed out.

Nichols said INEEL officials 
have looked at the EPA’s report 
on the issue, and are confident 
their ongoing investigation will 
bear out the assertion that a criti- 
cality is not o threat 
— The one-acre-pitwas'ttsed from” 
1967 to 1969 for dimosal of waste 
from the Rocky Flats nUcIear 
weapons factory in Colorado. 
Most of the waste consists of bar- 
rels of organic solvents contami- 
nated with plutonium. Experts 
esiinuie the pit contains 250,000 
cubic feet of waste and contami- 
nated soil that need to be treated 

A former INEEL subcontractor 
was fired over a foiled attempt to 
demonstrate the cleanup of 
buried waste at Pit 9. 

The Energy Department took • 
over cleanup of Pit 9 in 1998. As 
part of that ongoing effort, 20 
electronic probes were sunk into 
th^L 

The data suggests some barrels 
buried could contain 200 grams of 
plutonium and some higher than 
1,000 grams, or a kOogram, Pierre 
said 

The possibility of a sponta- 
neous, uDcontroU^ nuclear reac- 
tion becomes a rraulatory concern 
when a barrel of waste contains 
267 grains of plutonium. 

But in addition to the right 
amount of ^lutomum in a small 
area, sufRoent water u nec- 
essary to sustain a nuclear reac- 
tion, said Jerry Paulson, director 
of criticality safety at the INEEL.— 

Water concentrates a nuclear 
reaction and increases its effec- 
tiveness. Without the water, 
small amounts of plutonium are 
not likely to sustain a nuclear 
reaction, Paulson said 

If a reaction were to start, it 
would emit a lot of heat and pos- 
sibly set other buried waste on 
fire, but the heat also would boil 
off any water, thus stopping the 
runaway reaction. 

The soil over the buried waste 
forms a barrier for most radioac- 


tive materials that would be 
released in on accidental reac- 
' tioD. Some radioactive gases 
might seep through the sou. But

Tliis 
money will be used to give three S400 ’ 
scholarships to Twin Falls seniors who 
plan to major in education.

Public schools are essential 

According to some, school vouchers 
are the answers to the parents, who by

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privat e facilities o f learning yet donot_ 

wahl'to pay twice fortheir child’s edti 
cation.

Historically, private .schools have had 
a place and a purpose in America being 
on the frec-market system, If one 
desires a better or different choice, than 
one must be willing to pay for that 
choice. 

On the other hand, public schools, 
like the public land on which they sit, 
are by implication, incongruous to com- 
petition and capitalism. Never has the 
Northwest Ordinance been rescinded. 

A republic, not a democracy, was 
established by the fomuiing fathers 
because it was considered superior, the 
most productive and least encumbering 
form of government for and liy its citi- 
zens. Public education is the very epito- 
me of a republic. 

Teachers of public schools are repre- 
sentatives of public service, securing 
education for all, not just for the elite. 

"It is safer to have ilic whole people 
respectalily enlightened," said Thomas 
Jefferson on education, "than a few in a 
high state of science and the many in 
ignorance. This last is the most danger- 
ous state in which a nation can be.” 
Public schools are providential and 
e.ssential to the republic of the United 
States and should be of one's sponta- 
neous pledge of "sacred honor" to one 
anotHer-not cast impetuously asunder 
or iwrceived as inferior hy uncaring and 
selfish members of a community. Is 
ont!^.m<jral vision larger than one’s own 
self interest?

Programs don't turn kids away 

I received a rtyer that inspired me to 
write. 

I (each elementary physical education 
at Gooding Elementary. My job puts me 
in the position to know the facts about 
how children are signed up in Gooding 
Recreation Distria activities.

.sent to every student in kinderganen 
through sixth grade that are eligible for

• -However, if the federal gov- 
enupent agrees, mediation talks 
about South Canyon Road near 


Jarbidge could resume as early 
as next week. 

Wednesday, Elko County com- 
missioners decided they would 
like to re-enter mediation with a 
goal of establishing county own- 
ership of the road. 

Last wee^ U.S. District Judge 
David Hagen told all parties 
involved in the South Canyon 
Road dispute to get back to the 
mediation tabic before Nov. 22 ' 
or the lawsuit against the county 
for trespassing would be set for 
trial. 

The county maintains the fed-’ 
erol government has no jurisdlc- 
doh over the road because it was 


there before the national forest 
was established In 1906. 

■■ Under the i:ettlement"ogrce~ 
ment, the county would be grant- 
ed a right-of-way but not owner- 
ship of the road. 

The proposal also would allow 
the road to be rebuilt only If 
environmental studies conclude 
It can be done without causing 
environmental damage. 

The commission on 
Wednesday rejected the offer on 
a 4-1 vote. Only Commissioner 
Wke Nanninl voted in favor of 
signing the agreement. 

Commissioners voted not' to 
sign the agreement saying there 
was no "emergency” to dose the 


road and indicating the course of 
Mture.has already taki^ care of 
the problem by recent snow- 
storms in the Jarbidge 
Mountains.

TWIN FALLS - The newly re- 
elected Twin Falla County sheriff 
faces a familiar challenge. 

Turnover, long d concern to 
Sheriff Wayne Toualey, will.pose 
problems again. The department 
will lose six patrol deputies by 
the end of the year, Tousley said 
In on Interview Thursday. 

That’s unusually heavy 
turnover, and It's costly, said 
Tousley, re-elected Tuesday in a 
race against Republican Jerry 
Packer. 

Vlt^s.a vicious cycle," said 
Tousley, who said the county 


might be better off boosting 
salaries than suffering high 
turnover. It costs about $40,000 
to train a new deputy, he said. 

Trained depuues usually start 
at out at about $25,000 a year, 
ond untrained deputies receive 
about $23,600 a year. 

The sheriffs department is a 


training ^und for larger agen- 
cies, Toualey said. Two departing 
deputies wiU transfer to the Twin 
Falls Police Deportment and one 


to the Nampa police. 

"These deputies held on os' 
long os. they could, but they saw 
no prospea for higher wages." he 
said. “WeVe hod these deputies 
for a while and we're losing a lot 
of experience." 


The sheriffs department bud- 
get wos a central issue in the 
courthouse this summer, and a 
key issue in Tousley’s race 
against Packer. 

The department received a 
$200,000 increase, even in the 
wake of department overspend- 
ing. driven largely by overtime 
paid to deputies. The budget ran 
$600,000 over during the 1M8-99 
budget year. 

The department needs more 
money, Tousley said. 

“We’re always looking for ways 
to bring in more revenue, and we 
■ always try to control costs,’’ he 
said. “But it’s hard to control 
overtime costs when you have a 
mandate to keep the peace ... and 


it's hard to control jail costs when 
you don’t hove enough bed space 
and have to house inmates out- 
side.’’ 

Tousley, on independent 
incumbent, defeated Packer 
Tuesday. Tousley received 12,177 
votes, or 54 percent, and Packer 
got 10,176 votes, or 46 percent. 

“The media has talked a lot 
about the budget, and I thought I 
could keep it in line,’’ Packer 
said. 

Tousley said voters understood 
the finu.idal situation. 

"If anything, the budget hod 
an impact with people saying, 
'Hey, Tousley’s over budget 
every year,”’ he sold. “But 1 got 
out there ond explained It.” 


Tousley said mudi of tlie bud- 
get is beyond his control. The 
county hos never funded unpre- 
dictable expenses, such us 
deputy overtime pay or ihe cost 
of housing county prisoners else- 
where. 

During the campaign. Packer 
didn’t discuss the budget in 
detail because he said he didn’t 
look at this year’s budget or pre-

"I don't think 1 would do any- 
thing different."

. BOISE (AP) - A frustrated 
state Board of Environmental 
Quality Thursday considered the 
best manner of recommending 
river segments for a so^alled out- 
standing resource water designa- 
tion to a conservative Legislature 
dead-set against further restric- 
tions on Idaho’s resources. 

The new panel finally support- 
ed legislation in which the board 

- accepts nominations for designa- 
tions, then conveys a list to legis- 
lators for debate and public com- 
ment. 

The board then considers what- 
ever segments the lawmakers 
support, researches what “best 

- management practices" are need- 
—ed to pre ser ve water quality and~ 

returns final recommendations 
for the Legislature. The process 
could take two years, 

Idaho Environmental Quality 
Director Steve Allred said he 
questioned devoting time to 
pushing something with “zero 
confidence it will go forward,” 
but pledged his department’s 


support for anything the panel 
supported. 

The board in October voted to . 
recommend only two wilderness 
stream segments for protection 
under Idaho’s highest water qual- 
ity standards. 

The resource water designation 
for the Selway River and four 
tributaries within the Selway: 
Bitterroot Wilderness and the 
Middle Fork of the Salmon River 
and four tributaries within the 
Frank Church-River of No 
Return Wilderness are the firet 
to be submitted to the nation’s 
most Republican Legislature 
since Republican Dirk 
Kempthome became governor. 

-- The'rivers'are alsq the least 
controversial selections for con- 
sideration by a Le^ature that 
has refused to enact the protec- 
tion-for any stream segment in 
the 11 years that authority has 
existed. The same Selway- 
Middle Fork proposal was 
rejected by lawmakers four 
years ago. 


The classification bans activi- 
ties tha: would degrade the 
water quality but by itself does 
not prohibit logging, minin g or 
grazing outright. 

The Idaho Conservation 
League and Idaho Rivers Uiticed 
had also petitioned the board to 
recommend the St Joe River in 
northern Idaho, the S^th Fork 
of the Snake River in eastern 
Idaho and the three forks from 
the headwaters of Boise River in 
central Idaho.

Almut 45 cattle were to Ixj .sold 
at auction Tue.sday in Salina, but 
Bullock, flanked hy 15 sympathet- 
ic ranchers from Kane County

Documentary captures 
spirit of Viemam POWs 


DENVER (AP) - A grainy, 
black-and-white image appears 
of a young, barefoot American 
being escorted through a 
Vietnam village, his head sloppi- 
ly bandaged. 

Later, there’s a shot of rusted 
leg irons on a board bed in the 
hellish POW camp nicknamed 
the Hanoi Hilton. 

Ron Bliss, with 34 more years 
on his frame, leans back a bit in 
his chair, solemnly describing 
the torturous prison. “You could 
look at this place and undcr- 
.srand and jusf hear the screams 
: of about 50 years," he said. 

Bliss, who was an Air Force 
lieutenant, is one of 20 former 
Vietnam POWs whose stories 
are told in the compelling docu- 
mentary "Return With Honor,” 
a two-hour special that will air 
Monday, Nov. 13. at 9 p.m. EST 
on PBS as part of the "American 
Experience" series. 

Unlike countless films and TV 
specials about the Vietnam War, 
this documentary sets aside the 
political tug of war over U.S. 
involvement and instead focuses 
on the indomitable human spirit 
that nourished the prisoners’ 
will to survive, despite life- 
threatening wounds, torture and 
starvation. 

“It's our full accounting. It’s 
not 'Hollywoodcd’ up at all,” 
said retired Air Force Col. Bill 
Baugh of Colorado Springs, who 
spent six years in five POW 
camps, including the Hanoi 
Hilton. “You know how 
Hollywood-wants to make some-— 
thing better out of something 
that wasn’t much fun.” 

Tlic idea for the documentary 
grew out of a project coordinat- 
ed by members of the Air Force 
Academy’s class of 1965. The 
alumni recorded oral.historics of 
graduates who were prisoners of 
war, producing 39 bound vol- 
umes that became the basis for 
the film. 

They approached award-win- 
ning producers Freida Lee Mock 
and Terry Sanders and obtained 
a grant from the Boeing- 
McDonnell Foundation to under- 
write the production. 

The film skips between past 
and present, intertwining 
Vietnamese film footage and 
U.S. newsreels with the recollec- 
tions of the men and their wives. 
Crews shot in part on location 
' in Vietnam, where they bor- 
rowed film from the Vietnamese 
archives, including some taken 
by North Vietnamese camera-

Lessons learned? “You aren't 
as strong as you think you are," 
said Baugh, who lives within a 
few miles of McGrath.

Plummer mill will resume gririt^- 
ing up gnLss stubble to make par- 
ticleboard material after a 2-5 
month hiatus. 

Managers at Pacific Northwest 
Fiber said they will Iw^n pres,^ 
Ing the grass into boards even 
though prices remain poor. 

The mill, a $5 million venture 
of Seeds Inc. and the Coour 
d’Alene Tribe, dosed in August 
as board prices sank, its invento- 
ry failed to sell and equipment 
needed retooling. 

About 40 workers were laid off, 
leaving three to find new mar- 
'kcl.s, general manager David 
Buucmieister said. The mill will 
focus on boards for furniture juid 
shelving, not ju.st flooring under- 
lay. Its annual capadey is 22 mil- 
lion square feet wth a 7/16-inch 
thickness. Tlie mill went to work 
in 1999. Farmers had burned 
their fields until it was restricted 
in Washingtons state. 

- Unable to rid die fields of stub-, 
blc, the new straw board plant 
was viewed as a model to use tltc 
leftover material. Pacific just 
reimburses farmers the baling 
costs.

Sears’ new chief seeks to pare down home service

NEW YORK - For Alan Lacy, 
Sear.s, Roebuck and Co.’.s new 
chief executive, lesa is definiiely 
more. 

After only 39 days nii the job, 
Lacy promised tills week that the 
nation's second-large.st retailer 
soon will be doing "fewer things 
belter." 

That means Sears will pare 
back its home-.services offerings, 
which include everything from 
kitchen rcmmleling to peSi con- 
trol, making sure they arc a good 
fit with the' Sears brand, Lacy 
said. 


It also will result in fewer 
Sears catalogs. Right now, the 
Hoffman Estaics-based retailer 
has its name on 17 cutalogs, only 
two of which arc produced by 
Scars. Many of the catalogs, 
which are produced by licensees, 
sell merdinndi.se that isn’t even 
available in Sears stores. 

“Rather than jus^ending our 
. name, wc want to make sure this 
effort suppons our retail propo.si- 
tion," Lacy told retail analysts 
and bankers gathered. in New 
York to hear his first presenta- 
tion after his appointment to 
CEO was announced in 
Septemlxtr. He dedined to speci- 


fy what license relationships 
might be severed. 

From the outset, Lacy said he 
would be offering no grand plans 
and no quick fixes. But the 
finance whiz promised to bring a 
sharper focus to Sears' portfolio 
of diverse businesses as he con- 
tinues to a better handle on 
the retail side of Sears, 

To be sure. Scars investors are 
hoping Lacy’s promotion repre- 
sents a new era. Altliougli Scars’ 
hard-line businesses have 
remained strong performers in 
the 1990s, the retailer has been 
unable to fix its apparel businc.ss 
despite an eight-year effort .by 


Lacy’s predecessor, Arthur 
Martinez. Meanwhile, Scars' 
stock price has fallen to the low 
30s and its market capitalization 
has plunged. 

Lacy didn’t shy away from the 
sore spots, prc.scniing a frank, 
sometimes harsh, assessment of 
Sears' ailing core retail business. 
And he vowed to redirect Sears’ 
resources toward winners and 
away from losers, promising to 
“manage for growth and 
retum.s.” One major trouble spot: 
Sears’ rock-bottom profit mar- 
gins. Its 3.3 percent retail operat- 
ing margin is the lowest among 
its competitors, iiailing even dis- 


counters sudi as Kmart and Wol- ; 
Mart, Lacy said. ' ' 

By comparison, KolU's Corp., a 
fast-growing, aggressively priced 
apparel chain from Menomonee 
Falls, Wis., boasts a 9.9 percent • 
operating margin. 

“We recognize we don’t moke 
cnougli money in the retail busi- . 
ness," Lacy said. “We’re not ■ 
happy with die underlying finan- 
dal performance.” ' 

To improve Sears’ returns; 
Lacy will take a hard look at the ' 
company’s off-the-mall chains, : 
whidLAvere touted by MartinCz 
os th»«bmpany’s source of fuciu% > 
growth.

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Wholesale prices edge up 0.4 
percent, but ‘core’ inflation falls 


. .WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Wholesale infladoa edged up in 
October as sharply higher costs 
for food and natural gas 
swamped the biggest drop in car 
prices in 10 years. Even >Wth tlw 
advance, economists believe the 
Federal-Reserve will leave inter- 
est rates unchanged next weelc 

The Producer Price Index, 
which measures_inOationpres--. 
stires before they'reach store 
shelves, was more subdued last 
month, climbing a seasonally 
adjusted 0.4 percent after jump- 
ing 0.9 percent in Septcmbt^, the 
Labor Department reported 
Thursday. 

' Prices for goods other than 
food and energy - which can 
swing Widely from month to 
mbmh - actu^y fell by 0.1 per- 
cent in October, foUov^g a 0.3 
percent rise, suggesting that 
infiadon was in die^ It marked 
the first decline in the “core” 
inflation rate this year since 
January. 

' **Inflation at the producer 
price level is still tightly under 
wraps,” said William Cheney, 
chief economist for John 
Hancock. 

While economists believe that 
energy prices will moderate over 
the next six months, that may be 
of little comfort to consumers 
who are likely to face astronomi- 
cal heating bills this winter. 

The Federal Reserve Im boost- 
ed Interest rates six times 4nce 
June 1999 to slow the economy 
and keep inflation under control. 
Given signs that the Fed’s rate 
Increas es arc working, many ana- 
lysts believe the cen^ bat^ will 
leave interest rates unchanged at 
its Nov. 15 meeting, 

..-The 0.4 percent rise in the PPI 
was twice as big as many analysts 



expected, but the decline in the 
core rate was an even better 
showing than the slim 0.1 percent 
increase they antidpared. 

In {mother report, new claims 
for state unemployment insur- 
ance jumped last week by a sea- 
sonally adjusted 35,000 to 
344,000, its highest level since > 
early January 1999, suggesting- 
that the nation’s red-hot labor 
market is cooling a bit. 

A government analyst blamed 
temporary layoffs in the automo- 
bile industry for most of the rise. 
Some plants shut down temporar- 
ily and others dcacased produc- 
tion to trim inventories, given 
moderating demand arising from 
the slowing economy, said Foul 
Taylor, chief economist for the 
National Automobile Dealers 
Association. 

On the Inflation front, whole- 
sale prices this year have been 
rising at an annual rate of 4.1 
percent, compared with a 2.9 per- 
cent gain for all of 1999. The 
pickup in this year’s prices large- 


ly reflects surging energy costs. 

In October, energy prices rose 
1.4 percent after leaping 3.7 per- 
_.cent in September. Residential 
natural gas prices posted their 
biggest increase since June, ris- 
ing 52 perccm.'Rcsidcntial clcc- 
tridty prices rose 0.8 percent. 

More expensive natural gas 
prices reflect tight supplies and 
extraordinarily high demand 
from consumers, said Mark 
Zandi, chief economist for the 
consulting firm Economy.com. 

The pickup in electridty prices 
stems from more expensive nat- 
ural gas and oil costs, which arc 
used to fuel electric power 
plants, 2^ndi said. Those higher 
costs arc being passed along to 
consumers in the form of hi^cr 
prices, he added. 

Crudc-oil prices have risen 
■ sharply this . year, as the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries limited pro- 
duction and U.S. supplies shrunk. 
But economists expect prices to 
moderate as oil-producing 
nations boost output. 

After soaring in September, 
prices for gasoline and heating 
oil fell last month by 1.8 percent 
and 3.4 percent, respectively. 

But food prices rose 0.8 per- 
cent in October, the biggest 
increa.se since Ap^. following a 
0.4 percent rise the month 
before. 

Prices rose for eggs, beef, fruits 
and vegetables, swamping declin- 
ing prices for dairy products. 

Economists blamed the higher 
food prices on a number of fac- 
tors including the lingering 
affects of a drought that had hit 
parts of the country and more 
expensive fuel costs to transport 
goods from farms or ranches to 
processing sites and warehouses.

Analysts polled by First 
Call/Thomson Financial liad been 
exiling a loss of 10 cents. 

Sales for the qu.irtcr ended 
Ort. 27 rose 3 percent to $8.2 bil- 
lion, while sales at stores open at 
least a year rose 1.4 percent. 

The company's gross margin, or 
the amount of profit made on 
each item sold, fell 1 percentage 
point to 20.$ percent because 
“the sales mix shifted to clear- 
ance merduindise from regularly 


priced items,” miinagement said 
on a conference call.

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Stocks recover after 
election-fueled plunge 


NEW YORK (AP) - Investors 
rattled by the prospect of a pro- 
longed presidential election stale* 
mate sent stocks plunging 
Thursday when Democrats dug in 
for a legal fight to win the White 
House. Shares regained most of 
the ground by the close, but Wall 
Street was still amdous while the 
election’s outcome remained in 
doubt. The Dow Jones industrial 
average plunged more than 180 
points in 20 minutes after Vice 
President Al Gore’s campaign 
chairman, William Daley, and 
former Seaetary of State Warren 
Christopher told repoiers there 
appeared to be major voting 
irregularities in Florida, where 
Tuesday's ballots were being 
recounted. Daley said the 
Democrats would seek a hand 
recount of the ballots cast in four 
counties. 

“It came when the market was 
already near its low. The harsh 
language was somewhat upset- 
ting and added to the nervous- 
ness,” said Steven Goldman, itior- 


ket strategist for Woeden Sc Co. 
Investors interpreted the 
Democrats* statements as raising 
the possibility of a further delay 
in determining who will be the 
next president. 

The Dow rebounded from a 
loss of more than 288 points, dos- 
ing down 72.81, or less than 1 per- 
cent, at 10,834.25. The Nasdaq 
composite index slid 144 points 
before closing with a loss of 

31.35, or less than 1 percent, at 

3.200.35. The broader Standard 8c 
Poor’s 500 index ended the ses- 
sion down 9.14, or 0.65 percent^ at 
1,400.14. One analyst credited 
the market’s recovery to bargain 
hunting and a statement earlier 
in the day from Attorney General 
Janet Reno, who said the federal 
government won’t Investigate 
Florida’s elections. 

“The market got oversold and

Groscost, until this fall a rising star in the 
Arizona GOP, was a ausader for asing alterna- 
tive fuels to help dean the air.
